For one 
thing, practice calls for return din- 
ners on the part of cabinet officers, 
the chief justice and the speaker of 
the house, thus adding twelve more 
formal occasions to the White House 
social calendar. 


50,000 VISITORS YEARLY 


Although the 
major functions at 


president may not be considered by 
many his most burdensome' activity, 
an idea of the downright fatigue in- 
volved in "White House entertaining 
may be gathered from the fact that 
frequenters of the executive mansion, 
at dinners, receptions, garden parties, 
and 
other special 
occasions have 


reached in late years the stupendous 
figure of more than 50,000 visitors 
yearly, without reckoning those who 
"pay respects" at the executive of- 
fices. 
Guests for the "White House func- 


tions are chosen from :i hbt compris- 
ing from eight to ten thousand names, 
which is unique among social reg- 
isters in tlwt official position or oth- 
er personal merit of the individual, 
and not mere family name or wealth, 
inspired its compilation.

fifty guests, to whom a. few hundred 
more are added after dinner to listen 
to a. musicale.

Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Coolidge shake hands 
with every one. 
The biggest reception of all is held 


on New Year's day, when in addition 
to all the officials, diplomats and oth- 
er functionaries who are expected to 
bring greetings to the "White House, 
the executive mansion is opened to 
all who wish to call upon the presi- 
dent.

'A Washington 
correspondent 
has 


written what purports to be the inside 
story of the acquittal of Fa1!

Doheny of conspiracy charges.

the defense that Doheny undertook the 
leases from patriotic motives to 
protect 


the United States against Japanese mili- 
tarism and an order for Japanese mo- 
bilization, and that the loan of 3100,000 
to Fall was a purely personal affair hav- 
ing nothing to do with the leases. Before 
commenting on this explanation of

verdict, it is pertinent to state that, ac- 
cording to the correspondent, none of the

ed by fraud, nor was the jury aware that 
a similar case was pending against Fall

This makes him receptive 
to offers of commercial flying companies 
and the army is offered the spectacle of 
spending about $3,000 training a 
man, 


only to have him step out of the service 
and take advantage of that training, while 


, the army is left in the lurch. 


Of course, one cannot well blame the 


resigning officer. It's every man for him- 
self in this life and if the future looks 
hopeless in the air service and more rosy 
flying for some private concern, who can 
criticize the officer? But what of congress, 
to permit such a condition to exist? It has 
been recommended before that a separate 
budget and list of promotions be 
pro- 


vided for the Army air corps and to date 
neither has been provided. Now General 
Patrick reiterates this contention and 
justifiably so. 


The fact that the Air corps, which in 


itself provides a fire is housed in antiquat- 
ed wooden shacks erected during the Avar 
iVjust another evidence of the shortsight- 
edness of congress in making-up appro- 
priations. The equipment used by the air 
force is, expensive and certainly deserves 
modern, fireproof headquarters.

HOW THE VETERANS BORROW 
Washington, D. C.—Now that .the 


lime-is drawing near when the first 
loans may be made on adjusted com- 
pensation 
certificates, 
queries 
are 


flooding the Veterans' Bureau, both 
from holders of these certificates and 
from banks that are anxious to know 
the proper method of procedure. 


The World War Adjusted Compensa- 


tion Act provided that after the expi- 
ration ot two years a "World War vet- 
eran might borrow money on his cer- 
tificate. This money was not to be 
loaned by the 
Government, but 
by 


"any national bank, or any bank or 
trust company incorporated under the 
laws of any State, Territory, posses- 
sion, or the District of Columbia." The 
certificate was merely to be used as 
collateral security. 


The first adjusted 
compensation 


certificates issued will be two years old 
January 1, 1927, and preparations arc' 
being made to put the machinery for 
making these loans in perfect running 
order by that date. Regulations under, 
which this provision of the Act will be 
administered have just been, -issued,, 
and a form of note with affidavit blank 
attached lias been printed. The TTcder- 
al Reserve Board has undertaken the 
task of distributing for the ^Veterans' 
Bureau a copy of the Act. copy of .the 
note and affidavit form, the Veterans' 
Bureau regulations, and the regula- 
tions of the Federal Reserve Board re- 
garding the discounting and 
redis- 


countnig of the notes, to every bank in 
the United States which is eligible to 
make_ these loans. Attention is called 
to the fact that under the law no pri- 
vate banking house is permitted to 
make these loans. 


Under, the law a veteran may borrow 


on his adjusted compensation 
certifi- 


cate after it has been 
in force two 


years. The amount which may be bor- 
rowed after two years is approximate- 
ly eight per cent of the face value of 
the certificate, although the 
exact 


amount varies with the individual age. 
The rate also increases with the age of 
the certificate, it being possible to bor- 
row money after five years than after 
two years. 


PROTECTING THE VETERANS 
Only the veteran may borrow money 


in this way, and the bank making the 
loan is required to know 
definitely 


that the man to whom the money is 
given as the veteran to whom the certi- 
ficate was issued. After a loan, has 
been made the bank is required to no- 
tify the director of the Veterans' Bu- 
reau, giving the man's name, his A- 
number (shown Immediately after his 
name on the certificate,) the number of 
the certificate, the amount, and date 
of the loan. This requirement, how. 
ever, may be waived by the Director 
if he so sees fit. 


So that the veteran may be protect- 


ed from usurious rates it is specified in 
the law that the rate of interest which 
a bank may charge must not exceed 
more than two per cent per annum the 
rate charged at the date the loan is 
made for the discount of 80-day com- 
mercial paper by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of the district in which the lend- 
ing bank is located. Jt 
is probable 


that this rate will bo six per cent in 
most instances. 
It is also provided 


that no undisclosed fee or interest may 
bo charged by any bank making these 
loans. A unique feature of this IK that 
if such a fee is charged or collected the 
bank "shall be liable to the veteran for 
a penalty of $JOO, to be recovered m a 
civil .still brought by the veteran.'' 


A bajik h6Iding a note which is se- 


cured by an adjusted compensation 
certificate may sell the note to any 
bank authorized to make a. loon to a 
veteran. If the note fs sold or trans- 
ferred the bank must notify the veter- 
an promptly to that effect. Such a note 
may be discounted or redlscounte'l by 
the Kcder.il reserve bank of the dis- 
trict in which the lending bank is lo- 
cated. It must, however, not have a 
maturity in excess of nine months, ex- 
clusive of days of grace. 


If the veteran Is unable to pay his 


noto when it becomes due, the bank 
making the loan, may at the expira- 
tion of six months after the loan was 
made, send the note and ccrtlfiwilc to 
the Director of the Veterans' Burenu. 
H* may at his discretion accept the 
certificate and note and pa ylhc'banic 
the full amount due under if. including 
the unpaid principal and the interest 
at the rate fixed In th* note.

its policy to redeem all loans made in 
accordance -wit hthc law "when such 
loans arc made in-good faith to the 
veteran to whim the certificate was 
issued."

If the Bureau finds that a: com- 
pany is doing this then it is likply 
that it will avail itself of the clause in 
the law which provides that the direc- 
tor may "in his discretion' 'accept the 
certificate. 


The Bureau also specifies that, the 


note and certificate must be prcse'nted 
to the Director not laters.than six 
months after the.date of maturity. It 
is explained that iC the veteran docs 
not pay v/ilhin six 'months after the 
note matures thcrois little likihood 
.that he is going to. The Bureau would 
prefer to have the notes presented to 
them and not held indefinitely by the 
lending bank, • because in the ca'se of 
the Icadth of the veteran there might 
be considerable delay in obtaining the 
note and certificate from the bank and 
getting the matter adjusted. In the 
meantime the beneficiary in all proba- 
bility would need all the money due 
under this adjusted compensation and 
the delay would work a hardship. 


Another unusual feature of the pro- 


vision relative to loans secured by 
these adjusted compensation 
certifi- 


cates is that the interest is paid in ar- 
rears instead of in advance, as is the 
case in most commercial loans. A vet- 
eran obtaining a loan secured by his 
certificate actually gets the full amount 
of money borrowed and pays the in- 
terest when due. instead of having the 
interest deducted before he is given 
the money. 


While the Arcterans' Bureau is doing 


add possible to see that the veterans 
may obtain loans promptly and ..with 
no danger of being unfairly treated by 
the lending banks, it docs ailcmpts to 
discourage them from asking for such 
loans unless it is imperative that they 
have the money. It is explained that 
this is not because the Government 
has not the money to take up these 
notes, or OOPS not wish to do so, but 
the veteran himself is losing money by 
obtaining such loans. H the Bureau 
takes over the note and pays the lend- 
ing bank all that is due. the veteran 
must cither make 
payment to the 


Bureau with interest at six per c« 
compounded annually, or the amounl 
paid by tho Bureau, plus such interest 
in deducted from the amount due the 
beneficiary in the event of the death of 
tho veteran.

in detail, a largo percentage .of the 
dairymen in tho audiences 
showed 


by their questions that they consid- 
ered the Amundson invention a de- 
cided improvement - over -apparatus 
and methods now in use for testing 
cows. In fact,'at the close of Mr. 
Kavanaugh's presentation of the sub- 
jects, a number of dairymen made ap- 
plication over their signatures 
for 


membership intthe cow testing asso- 
ciation of Outagamic-co which is said 
to include 150 herds. 


The appratus exhibited and describ- 


ed by Mr. Kavanaugh consists of a 
small, strong box containing 15 bot- 
tles, and blanks on which-records may 
be placed by dairymen and tested. The 
bottles Vcre numbered from 1 to 15. 
Tho cows ,in a herd under tcbt arc 
also numb'cred from 1 to 15. That is 
to say, each cow in a herd of 15 is 
assigned a number and a bottle in the 
strong box bearing her number. The 
boxes are mailed to herd owners. 


METHOD OF TEST 


While n. herd is under test, the milk 


of each cow is weighed by the dairy- 
man at each milking and a record is 
made by him on blanks provided for 
that purpose. On a specified day each 
month a sample of the milk of cow 
No. 1 in a herd is placed in bottle No. 
I and .so on throughout the herd. 
Samples and records sealed in 
the 


strong box and returned by mail to 
the laboratory ot the tester, who has 
his laboratory in the basement of the 
county court house in Appleton. 


After testing the samples and re- 


cording the results, the tester mails 
the sample bottles, his report for the 
month and suggestions for improve- 
ment back to the dairyman. The post- 
age on the box is 9 icnts. 


Under the old plan of testing dairy 


herds, the aim of the tester is to have 
30 hoards in a cow,testing association 
so that he may visit an-; test one 
herd each day of the month, lie docs

State Agricultural college, after mak- 
ing a study of tlic business farming, 
has found that eight chief points arc 
pertinent to the industry. 


The study was mad« 
chiefly

southern farmers who raise a cotton

enough to apply to all types of agri- 
culture. 


The rules for farming as listed by 


the college are: 


1. Each fanner should grow suffi- 


cient grain • and roughage to supply 
the needs of his work stock. 


2. Grow an all-year-round garden 


for the purpose of supplying the needs
